An act to KSTABLISir AND INCORPORATB AX UNI- 
VERSITY AT Calcutta. 

"Whereas, for tlie hotter enoounigoineiit of ll(‘r 
ProaTiibic Majesty’s sulyocts of all classes . 

and denominations within the l^residency of Fort 
William in Bengal and other parts of India in the 
pursuit of a regular and liheral course of education, 
"t has hcen determined to establish an University at 
Calcutta for the purpose of ascertaining, hy means 
of examination, the persons who Iiave accpiired pro- 
ticioncy in different branches of Literature, Science, 
and Art, and of rewarding them by Academical De- 
grees as evidence of their respective attainments, and 
marks of honor proportioned thereunto ; and whereas, 
for effectuating the purposes aforesaid, it is expedient

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that such #4^er$ity should bo incorporated : It is 
enacted as follow^: (that is to say) —

Ix'ing the first Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Fel- 
huvs of tlie said University, and all the persons who 
may hereafter become or be appointed to bo Chanci^llor, 
V ice-Chancellor, or Fellows as hereinafter mentioned, 
so long as they shall continue to be such Chancellor, 
\ ice* Chancellor or Fellows, are hereby constituted 
and declared to be one Body Politic and Corporut(‘ 
by th(' name^f the University of Calcutta ; and such 
Body Politic shall by such name have perpetual suc- 
cession, and shall have a common seal, and by such 
name shall suo and be sued, implead and be imjileaded, 
and answer and be answered unto, in every Court 
of Justice within the territories in the possession and 
und(T the Government of the East India Company. 

II. The said Body Corporate shall be able and 
Power to hold and Capable ill hiw to take, purchase, 
dispose of property. hold aiiv property, moveable

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or immoveable, which may become vested m it for 
the jmrposos of tlio said Univorhity by virtue of 
any j)]irchase, grant, testamentary disposition, or 
otlun’wise ; and shall be able and capable in law 
to grant, demise, alien, or otlierwiM:* dispose of, all 
or aii}^ of the property, moveable or imniov('able, 
belonging to the said University ; and aUo to do all 
other niatters incidental or appertaining to a Body

III. Th<^ said J3ody Corporate shall coii'-ist of oiie 
Cunstitution uf Budy Cluincellor, one V'i(*(NChancellor, 

and such number of ex-othcio 
and oilier Fedlows as the (fOvernor-Gcmeral of India 
in Council hath already appointed, or shall from 
time to time, by any order published in the (Ailcatin 
Gazette^ henxafter appoint ; and tlu‘ Chancellor, 
\hce-Chanc(dlor_, and Ft^llows for tlie time being 
'-!iidl constitute the Senate of the said University. 

Sun.ito Provided tliat if any person being 

Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, or F(dlow of the said 
lUiivorsity, shall leav(‘ India without tlie intention 
of returning thereto, his office shall thereupon be- 
come vacant. 

IV. The Governor- General of India for the tirin'

V. The first Vice Chancellor of the said Uiiiver- 
V e, Chancellor sity shall bc Sir James William 
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Colvilo, Kuiglit. The oftice of Vico-Cliancellor ishall 
])0 lield for two years onlv ; and tlic Vice-Chancellor 
hereinbefore nominated shall go out of office on the 
first day of January 1839. Whenever a vacancy 
•^llall occur in the office of Vice-Chancellor of the 
‘^aid University by death, resignation, departure froni 
India, effluxion of time, or otherwise, tlie Clovernor- 
i reneral of India in Council sluill, by notification in 
rhe Calciifta Gazette^ nominate a fit and jirojjcr per- 
*-< 011 , bring one of the Fi'llows of the said University, 
to b(‘ ^bc(^-CIlancelIor in tlu' room of the pcnxui 
oer^a^ioning sucli vacancy.

Cdiief Justice of the Supnnne Court of Judicatun) 
at 13jrt William in Uengal or of any Court of Ju- 
dicature lun’iOafter to be constituted to or in which 
the powcu's of the said Supreme Court may be trails; 
ferrinl or vested, the Pishop of Calcutta and the 
Members of the Supreme Council of India, all for 
the tiim^ being, shall be ex-officio FeIlo\vs of the 
^aid University. The whole number of the Fellows 
of the said University, exclusive of the Chancellor 
and Vic(i-ChanceI!or for the time being, shall mwer 
be loss tlian thirty ; and whenever the number of the 
said Fello^^ s, exclusive as aforesaid, shall by death, 
resignation, departure from India, or otlierwn'se, be 
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reduced below thirty, the Governor-General of India 
in Council shall forthwith, by notification in the Cal- 
cutta Gazette, nominate so many fit and proper 
persons to be Fellows of the said University as, with 
the then Fellows of the said University, shall make 
the number of such Fellows, exclusive as aforesaid, 
thirty. But nothing herein contained sliall prevent 
the Governor-General of India in Council from no- 
minating more than thirty persons to bo Fellows oi 
tlie said University if he shall see fit. 

V^II. The Governor-General of India in Council 
The appointment of Hiav cancol the ai)pointment of 
Fellow may be can- any person already a[)j)ointefl, or 
hereafter to be aj)pointed a Fel- 
low of the University, and as soon as such order is 
notified in the Gazette, the person so appointed shall 
cease to be a Fellow. 


VIIL The Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Fel- 
lows for the time beiiic: shall have

Ohaiicelloi, and Fcl- entire management of and 

lows to su pel intend the Superintendence over, the affairs, 
affairs of the Univcr- coiiccms, and property of the 
said University; and in all cases 
unprovided for by this Act, it shall be lawful for the 
Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Fellows to act m 
such manner as shall appear to them best calculated 
to promote the purposes intended by the said Uni- 
Eye-Laws versity. The said Chancellor, 

Vice-Chancellor, and Fellows shall have full power 
from time to time to make and alter any bye-laws and 
regulations (so as the same be not repugnant to law% 
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or to the g'eneral objects and provisions of this Act) 
toucliing the examination for degrees and the grant- 
ing of the same ; and touching the examination for 
lionors and the granting of marks of honor for a 
higher proficiency in the different branches of Litera- 
ture, Science, and Art ; and touching the fpialifica- 
tions of tlie candidates for degrees and the j)revious 
course of instruction to be followed by them, and the 
preliminary examinations to bo submitted to by them ; 
and touching the mode and time of convening the 
meetings of the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Pel* 
lows ; and, In general, touching all other matters what- 
ever regarding the said University. And all such 
bye-laws and rc'gulations, wlien reduced into writing, 
and after the common seal of the said University 
shall have been affixed thereto, shall be binding upon 
all persons, members of the said Univerhity, and all 
candidates for degrees to be conferred by the same, 
provided such bye-laws and regulations shall have 
been first submitted to and shall have received the ap- 
proval of the Governor-General of India in Council. 

IX. All questions which shall come before the 
of the Se- Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and 
Pellows, shall be decided at u 
.meeting of the Senate by the majority of the mem- 
bers present ; and the Chairman at any such meeting 
shall have a vote, and, in case of an equality of votes, 
a second or casting vote. No question shall be de- 
cided at any meeting, unless the Chancellor, or Vice- 
Chancellor, and five Fellows, or, in the absence of 
the Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor, unless six Fel- 
lows at the least, shall be present at the time of the 
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decision. At every meeting of the Senate, the Chan- 
cellor, or in liis absence the Vice-Cliancelloi\ bhall 
preside as Chairman ; and, in tlie absence of both, 
a Chairman shall be chosen by the Follows present, 
or tlie major part of them. 

X. The said Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and 
Appointment and rc- Fellows for the time being sliall 
moval of Examiners have fill! power from time to 
an«l Officers. time to appoint, and, as they shall 

see occasion, to remove all Fxumincrs, OfHcers, and 
servants of the said Univer&itv. 


XI. The said Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and 
Power to confer dc- Fellows, shall liave pow(?r, after 

examination, to confer tin' several 
degr('<‘s of Bachelor of Arts, ]Mai>ter of Arts, Bachelor 
of Laws, Licentiate of Medicine, Doctor of Medi- 
cine, and ^Master of CiMl Fiigintun’ing ; th(‘y sliall 
aLo liavt' power, after examination, to confer upon 
tlie candidates for the said several degrees marks of 
honor for a higli degree of proficiency in tlie different 
branches of Literature, Schmee, and Art, according* 
to rules to be determ iin»d by the bye-laws to be from 
time to time made by tliem under the power in that 
behalf given to them by this Act. 

XII. Except by special order of the Senate, no 
Qualification for ad- person shall be admitt('d as a can- 

mission of Candidates didate for the degree of Bachelor 
for dc-rees. Master of Arts, Bache- 

lor of Laws, Licentiate of Medicine, Doctor of Medi- 
cine, or Master of Civil Engineering, unless lie shall 
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jnTseiit to the said Chaiiccdlor, Vice-Chancellor, and 
Fellows, a certiticate from one of the Institutions 
authorized in that belialf by the Governor-General of 
India in Council, to the etfect that he has completed 
the course of instruction j^rescribed by tlie Chancellor, 
Vice-Chancellor, and Fellows of the said University, 
in the bye-laws to be made by them under the power 
in that behalf given by this Act. 

XIII. The said Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and 
Examination foi Fellows shall cause ail examina-* 

tioii for degrees to be held at 
least once in every year ; on every such examination 
the candidates shall be examined either )>y Fxaminers 
appointed for the purpose from among* tlie Fellows 
by the said Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Fellow^, 
or by other Examim'rs so to be apjiointed ; and on 
ev('rv such examination, the candidates, wiiether can- 
flidates for an ordinarv degree or for a dc^gree with 
honors, shall be examined on as many subjects and 
in such manner as the said Chancellor, Vico- Ciiancel- 
lur, and Fellows shall appoint. 

XIV. At the conclusion of every examination of 
Grant of degn es tlic candidates, the Examiners 

shall declare the name of every candidate whom 
tluw shall have deemed entitled to any ol* the said 
degrees, and his proficiency in relation to otlier can- 
didates ; and also tin? honors which he may have 
gained in respect of his proficiency in that department 
of knowledge in which he is about to graduate ; and 
he shall receive from the said Chancellor a certificate, 
under the seal of the said University of Calcutta and 
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signed by the said Chancellor or Vice-Cliancellor. 
in which the particulars so stated sliall be declared, 

XV^ The said Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and 
fees. Fellows shall have power to 

charge such reasonable fees for the degrees to be 
conferred by them, and upon admission into the said 
University, and for continuance therein, as they, with 
the approbation of the Governor- General of India 
in Council, shall from time to time see fit to impose 
Such fees shall be carried to one General Fee Fund 
for the payment of expenses of the said Universit}, 
under the directions and regulations of the Governor- 
General of India in Council, to whom the accounts 

Annual accounts of income and expenditure of tin' 
said Univeitsity shall once in every year be subniitt(‘d 
for such examination and audit as the said Governor- 
General of India in Council may direct.

BYE-LAWS. 


THE SENATE. 

The Senate, as constituted by Act No. II. of 18o7, 
consists of the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and a< 
many Ex-officio and other Fellows, not heinfr hss 
than thirty in all, as may Ik; from time to time ap- 
pointed by the Goveruor-GeiK'ral of India in Conned. 

The Senate shall meet ordinarily once a year, on 
the second Saturday in December, and at other times 
when convened by the Vice-Chancellor. 

The Vice-Chancellor shall convene a meeting of- 
the Senate on the requisition of any six of the 
Members, 

Nine Members of the Senate shall constitute a 
quorum, and all questions shall be decided by a ma- 
jority of the votes of the Members present. 

By the 8th Section of Act No. 11. of 1857, the 
Senate' has powe'r to make and alter Bye-laws and 
Regulations, subject to the approval of the Governor- 
General of India in Council. 
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THE FACULTIES. 

The Senate shall be divided into four Faculties, 
namely, Arts, Law, Medicine, and Fnfijineering. 
Every Member of the Senate shall bo a Member of 
one Faculty at leasts and any Member of the Senate 
may be a Member of more than one Faculty. 

The Faculties shall be appointed by the Senate at 
its Annual Meetins*. 

a 

Each Faculty shall elect its own President. Every 
Meeting of a Faculty shall be convened by its Presi- 
dent^ or, in his absence, by the Senior Fellow belong- 
ing to that Faculty. 

If any Faculty omit to elect a President for one 
month after its appointment, or after a vacancy 
occurs, the Vice-Chancellor may appoint any Mem- 
ber of such Faculty to bo its President. 

Till ’ee Memlxjrs of any Faculty shall constitute a 
(piorum of that Faculty. 


THE SYNDICATE. 

The Executive Government of the TJjiiversity shall 
be v(isted in a Syndicate, consisting of the Vice-Chan - 
cPllor and six of the Fellows who sliall be elected for 
one year by the several Faculties, in the following 
proportions : — 

Three by the Faculty of Arts. 

One by the Faculty of Law. 

One by ilie Faculty of Medicine. 

One by the F.icuity of Engineering. 

Tlio elections to take place within one month before 
the Annual Meeting of the Senate, and the names 
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of the persons to bo elected to bo declared at such 
Moetini»*. 

Th(' Syndicate sliall meet ordinarily once a month, 
and at other times ben convenc'd by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor. 

All th(^ elected jMembers of tlu; Syndicate in list be 
i-esident in or m^ar Calcutta, and if any such Member 

absent from Calcutta for more than three months, 
his place shall become vacant. 

On e\ ('ry vacancy in tlui Syndicate, caused by deatli, 
resignation, absemee from Calcutta, or otlieruise, tl?e 
b^'aculty, by whom the ^Member causing the vaenney 
was (‘l(‘ct(‘d, shall [)roc(*ed to oh'ct a new Member for 
the remainder of the curnmt year. 

If any Faculty omit to elect a Member of the Syn- 
dicate within one month after a vacancy occurs, th(' 
Vic('-Chancellor may appoint one from among the 
M (Uiiljers of that Faculty. 

Four Members of the Syndicate shall constitute a 
([iioriim, and all fjue''tions shall be decided by a ma- 
jority of the votes of tho Members presmit. 

The Vice-CliaiiCidlor,or, in his absence, the Senior* 
Fellow presoiit shall preside at all Meetings of tin* 
Syndicate, and if the votevS, including that of tlu.‘ l^re- 
sident, are equally ilivided, the President shall have 
a casting vote. 

It shall be the duty of tlie Syndicate to appoint, 
and, if necessary, to remove the Fxaminers and all 


The ex-ofticio ^Fellows of tlie Univernity are alway^i the Senior 
Fellows in onlei of official jnecedence. The seniority of the otlier 
Follows mentioned in the Act of Incorporation is according to the 
Older in whicli their names appear theio. Tlie si'iiioiity of all otliei 
Fellow's is according to the date and older of their appointment 
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other OHicors of tlie University, except tlio Reg'is- 
trtir; to order Exaininations in conformity v^itli the 
Rei^idatlons ; to grant Degrees, Honors, and Re- 
wards; to keep the Accounts of the University; and 
to correspond on tlie business of the l^riiversity with 
tlie (jlovernmeiit and all other authorities and persons. 

During the year, between the Annual Mc'etings of 
the Senate, the Syndicate may appoint any IMember 
of the Senate to any one or more of the Uaculties, 
and may transfer any Member from one h^acnlty to 
another. 

"idle Syndicate shall from time to time frame such 
Ry('-la\\s and Regulations as may be rn'ccssary, sub- 
ject to the ajiproval of the Seiuit(\ Each Faculty 
shall report on any sulject that may be referred to it 
by the Syndicate. 

Any Faculty, or any IMember, or number ot 
Members of the Senate, may make any recommend- 
ation to tlie Syndicate, and may propose any JJyc'- 
J^aw or Regulation for the consideration of the Syn- 
dicate. 

The decision of the Syndicate on any such rt‘com- 
mendation or proposition, or any matter whatever, 
niay be bronglit before the Senate by any Member of 
the Senate at one of its Meetings, and the Senate 
may approve, revise, or modify any such decision, or 
may direct the Syndicate to review it. 

No question shall bo considered by the Senate that 
has not, in the first instance, been considered and de- 
c’ded on by the Syndicate. 
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THE REGISTKAR. 

Tho R('«istrar sliall be appointed by tlje Senate, 
lie shall be appointed for two years only, but at the 
(Mid of that term he may be re-appointed. If it va- 
eancy occurs in this office between two Annual Mect- 
in^’s of tlje Senate, a Special Meeting of the Senate 
^Imll be convened for tlie purpose of appointing a 
Registrar, and in the meanwhile the Syndicate may 
a})point a Registrar 

The Registrar shall be the custodian of tlio Records, 
labrary, Common Seal, and such other property of 
the University as tlie Syndicate shall commit to his 
charge. 

All Meetings of the Senate, the Syndicate, and the 
Faculties, shall be convened through the Registrar, 
who shall keep a record of the proceedings of such 
Meetings.

ARTS. 

ENTRANCE EXAMINATION. 

1. The Entrance Examination shall take place 
once a year, and shall commence on the first Monday 
in March. 

2. The chief Examination will be hold in Calcutta, 
lint Candidates may be examined at any of the iinder- 
incntioned places, aiz,^ Rerhainpore, Kislinaji^hur, 
Dacca, Chittagong*, Cuttack, lihaugulpore, Patna, 
Benares, Agra, Delhi, Bareilly, Ajmere, Lahore, and 
any other places hereinafter to be appointed by the 
Syndicate. 

3. No Candidate shall be admitted to the Entrance 
Examination, unless he shall have completed his six- 
teenth year, but any one above the age of sixteen may 
be a Candidate wlicrever he may have been edu- 
cated. 
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v> JEr^rv must to tJjo Ho-^ 

gistrar at least fourteen days, or to the Secretary to 
the Local Committee of Public Instruction at any of 
the places above-mentioned, at least tivo months, be- 
fore the Examination begins, and, with his application, 
must produce satisfactory testimony that he is at least 
sixteen years old and of good moral character. He 
must also give notice in writing of the languages in 
which he wishes to bo examined. 

5. A fee of five Rupees shall be paid by each Can- 
didate, and no Candidate shall be examined unless he 
liavo previously {)aid this fee either to the Registrar, 
or to the Secretary to tlic Local Committee at one of 
the above-mentioned places. If a Candidate fail to 
pass the Examination, the fee sliall not be returned to 
him. He may bo admitted to any one or more sub- 
sequent Entrance Examinations on ])ayinent of a like 
fee of five Rupees on each occasion. 

6. The Examination shall be conducted by means 
of printed papers, which shall be the same for all 
places in the interior as for Calcutta. 

7. Candidat(»s for Entrance shall be examined in '

College, Calcutta, The result of such Examination 
shall bo recorded, but the Degree of Bachelor of 
Law shall itself not be conferred until the Candidate 
shall have obtained his Degree of Bachelor of Arts.

20. In Medicine and Surgery, each Candidate 
shall be required to examine, diagnose, and treat six 
cases of Acute or Chronic Diseases, to be selected by 
the Examiners ; to draw up careful histories of thoso 
cases, and to perform and report in detail necrosco- 
pical examinations, should any of the selected cases 
end fatally. Should none so terminate, the post^ 
mortem examination of any other cases that may have 
died in Hospital shall be performed and reported by 
the Candidates. 

21. The Candidjites shall in addition perform such 
of the minor operations of Surgery as may be re- 
(piired in the Out-door Dispensary of the Hospital 
at the time of the Examination, and as the Exami- 
ners may select.

2. No Candidate shall be admitted to the Exami- 
nation for the Degree of M. C. E. until after the ex- 
piration of one academical year from the time of his 
obtaining the Degree of B. A. in one or other of the 
Indian or European Universities, and until he pro- 
duce Certificates of having passed four years in the 
study and practice of the profession, and that of such 
fi)ur years two have been passed in actual professional 
practice under an Engineer in charge of works. 

3. Every Candidate must apply to the Registrar at 
least fourteen days before the Examination begins, 
and with his application must produce the Certifi- 
cates aforesaid.

I. MENTAL ITIILOSOPIIY.

Hi. Aristotle, in 1 us Nicomachian ethics, draws a sti ik- 
ing comparison between a man, who, being first misled Ijy 
sopliistical reasonings, has gone into a hie of voluptuous’^ 
ness under an impression that he was doing no wrong — ’ 
and one who lias followed the same course in opposition to 
Ills own moral convictions. The former, he contends, 
might be reclaimed by arguments, but the latter he con- 
siders as incurable.” In tins specific instance, the Grecian 
Philosopher concludes that there has been such a disruption 
of the moral harmony of the mind that “ No power appear^ 
within itself capable of restoring it to a healthy condition ” 
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From a similar review of the moral phenomena generally, 
what legitimate inference does sound philosophy constrain 
us to draw, with respect to the nature and extent of the 
present derangement of o\ir moral being ; as well as with res- 
]>cct to the hope or the hopelessness of an effectual remedy 
proceeding from the exercise of any of its own powers, or 
from a transforming influence emanating from a nigher 
source.
